Located  in  northwestern  Montana,  Glacier  County  is  Montana's  13th 
most  populous  with  12,121  residents,  according  to  the  1990  Census. 

Cut  Bank,  the  county  seat,  is  the  state's  2 1  st  largest  city  with  a 
population  of  3,329.  The  city  is  47  miles  east  of  Glacier  National  Park 
on  U.S.  Highway  2  and  40  miles  south  of  the  Canadian  border.  Glacier 
County  is  home  to  the  Blackfeet  Indian  Tribe. 

According  to  the  U.S.  Bureau  of  the  Census,  median  income  for  Glacier 
County  households  in  1 989  was  $  1 8,598.  The  county  is  3,037. 1  square 
miles  in  area;  2,994.7  square  miles  in  land  area  and  42.4  in  inland  water 
area. 

County  residents  experience  the  four  distinct  seasons.  Average 
monthly  temperatures  range  from  a  minimum  of  minus  1  degree  in 
January  to  a  maximum  of  92  degrees  above  in  July.  The  annual  average 
precipitation  is  13.48  inches  and  the  average  growing  season  108  days. 
The  average  number  of  sunny  days  per  year  is  260.
